Infantile Paralysis Vaccine 
Proves Effective in Tests

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—(4)—« 


A victorious end to science’s hundred- 
year search for a method to prevent 
infantile paralysis was claimed today 
by Dr. John A. Kolmer, quiet and un- 
assuming Temple University professor 
and medical research director. 

After three years of effort, inspired 
by several epidemics of the disease, 
Doctor Kolmer said he had perfected 
a successful vaccine against the dread 
infection. 

Stressing that the vaecine is en- 
tirely a preyentive measure and in no 
way a “cure” for paralysis after in- 
fection sets in, the professor said he 
demonstrated the effectiveness of the 
fluid in experiments with monkeys 
and finally with injections into his 
own body and that of his technical 
assistant, Miss Anua M. Rule, of Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia. 

As an indication of his confidence 
in his discovery, he declared his in- 
tention to yaccinate his two teen-age 
children, 

The vaccine is prepared from the 
spinal cords of monkeys, Dr. Kolmer 
explained, mucn as Pasteur developed 
his preventative for hydrophobia, or 
rabies. 

Declaring it could be made avail- 
able for general use without delay 
and at low cos——probably $2 or $3— 
the physician predicted it would soon 
be requested by parents as pre-school 
vaccination against other diseases is 
now. 

The vaccine. treated with sodium 
ricinoleate, a chemical substance from 
castor beans, does not completely kill 
the paralysis virus but changes 


it! 


penough to make the flnid safe for 


injection into monkeys and humans, 
Dr. Kolmer_ stated: 

It is injected under’ the skin, like 
typhoid, diphtheria and rabies vac- 
cines, in doses ranging from one-ha!f 
to three cubie centimeters. Three 
doses at weekly intervals are consid- 
ered sufficient for immunization. 

To be effective in preventing pa- 


ralysis, Dr. Kolmer said, the vaccine 
would have to be injected six weeks 
before the germs attacked the body. 

Once administered, however, he ex- 
pressed confidence it would make the 
subject of vagcination immune for life. 

Hundreds of persons offered them- 
selves as “test tubes” for experiments 
with the vaccine, but Pr. Kolmer 
chose his own body for the first try- 
out of what he believes a solution 
to the puzzle infantile paralysis has 
presented to science since its first 
appearance about 1830. 

He and Miss Rule, he said, took 
the first injections “with some fear 
. . . but there were no reactions ex- 
cept slight soreness at the sites of in- 
jection and the results were complete- 
ly successful.” 

For two years they worked with 
monkeys. first infecting the animals 
by injecting paralysis germs into their 
brains under ether anesthesia, then re- 
moving their spinal cords when the 
disease brought death. From these 
cords they obtained the vaccine, one 
monkey supplying enough for vacci- 
nation of about 50 children the re-

U.S, WHEAT QUOTA 
SHARPLY REDUCED 


World Parley Allots 
America Export Figure 
of 10 Million Bushels. *

LONDON, Aug. 17.—(#)—The 
United States was tentatively allo- 
cated a 1934-35 wheat export quota 
of 10,000,000 bushels’ by the interna- 
tional wheat conference today, the 
Associated Press was informed by an 
official source. 

Argentina's export quota was placed 
at 150,000,000 bushels, this source 
added, 

It was extremely doubtful that 
these figtires would be altered, he said, 
expressing confidence no- appreciable 
change in them would be made at 
anv rate, 

The low figure set for the United 
States was a startling one to observ- 
ers, although it was known she was 
willing to accept a considerable reduc- 
tion because of the drouth. It had 
been said on good authority 30,000,- 
(OO bushels would be acceptable to 
Washington. 

Argentina had asked an allotment 
of 150,000,000 bushels for export. 

What figures were allocated to Can- 
ada and Australia, the worlds two 
other largest producers, could not be 
learned definitely. It was reliably re- 
ported, however, that- Canada’s would 
be about 270,000,000 bushels and Aus- 
tralia’s about 140,000;000 bushels. 

An official source said published 
reports that Canada gets 250,000,000, 
Australia 120,000,000 and Argentina 
140,000,000 were “just guesses, all of 
which were wide of the marks.” 

Should the idea of quarterly ad- 
justments of quotas be adopted, yvear- 
ly quotas would probably have to re- 
main of a tentative character, it was 
explained.

“Get $25,000 at once or you will 
lose your worker, Askew, in North 
Carolina. This better be forthcoming 
or your temple will be blown up.

KIDNAPED BREWER 
RELEASED UNKURT; 
PAYMENT IN DOUBT 


Youth Is Arrested Ac- 

_cused of Attempting To 
Extort Money; Stories 
on Ransom Differ. 


TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 17.—(/)— 
The brains of Canada’s police force, 
directing the hunt for the abductors 
of John S, Labatt, released today by 
the Dominion’s first ransom-seeking 
kidnapers, tonight effected the arrest 
of a young man giving the name of 
Edward Chard, who was charged with 
attempted theft and extortion in con- 
nection with telephone calls to Hugh 
Labatt, brother of the yictim. 

Several calls were. put ‘through to 
Labatt in his hotel suite from which 
he was personally directing hte search 
for his brother Wednesday night and 
Tuesday morning. 

The caller told Labatt to go to 
the Humber bridge and hand over $5,- 
000 as ransom in connection with the 
kidnaping of his brother. A young 
man was seen at the eastern end of 
the bridge at 2:30 a. m. Thursday, 
the time appointed for the rendezvous, 
but drove away in a roadster. 

Clue Concealed. 

Police did not disclose immediately 
just what clue led to the arrest of 
the man. 

Meanwhile, John Labatt was safe 


among relatives, restored from a 65- 
hour captivity under strange circum- 
stances which brought an official com- 
plaint of “lack of co-operation” with 
the authorities. 

Whether .or not any ransom was 
paid was the subject of conflicting 
statements. 

One source described as authorita- 
tive said the London, Ont., brewer 
was freed without payment of any 
part of the $150.000 demanded by a 
note left in his abandeued automobile 
Tuesday. 

In Hamilton, Ont., a statement was 
made that “less than $50,000" was 
paid before Labatt, blindfolded with 
adhesive tapé, was put eut of an auto- 
mobile in the. outskirts. of -Toronto 
between midnight and 1 a. m. today. 

Official Statement. | 

‘The formal official statement. on 
the case, made by Attorney-General 
A. W. Roebuck, of Ontario, had this 
to say on the subject of ransom: 

“This office has no knowledge as 
to what financial arrangement if any, 
were made with the criminals. 

“Whatever arrangements were 
made, neither Hugh Labatt (brother 
of the kidnaped man) nor his solicitor, 
Mr, Ivey, of London, had any hand 
in their making.” ) 

While complaining that “owing to 
the exclusion of the police from the 
transaction in its closing hours there 
is very little on which investigators 
can build,” the attorney general said 
the authorities are going forward 
with their work 9% the case. 

Labatt vaas questioned at the home 
of his brother, Hugh. in London, to 
which he went immediately after his 
dramatic appearance at the Royal 
York hotel here. 

The questioning lasted for five 
hours, but only meager details of 
what was said were revealed.

Reliable sources indicated no dras- 
tic change in policy would an- 
nounced, but that the president would 
sum up the present government pro- 
gram for the ex-service men and out- 
line future plans to assure the vet- 
erans the administration is_ their 
friend. 

Political Import Denied. 

It was denied in quarters close to 
the White House that the speech 
would have political import—but it 
will come only a few days before the 
November 6 congressional elections. 

So the president may be in Hyde 
Park during September, tentative 
plans to lay the corner stoné of the 
institution the middle of next month 
have been changed to a dedicatory 
program late- in October. The daté 
as yet has not been definitely fixed. 

Mr, Roosevelt: today discussed his

FLAYED AT RALLY 


McDuffie, McRae Score 
Organization; Sims At- 
tacks Millican’s Record.

Demand for the “destruction” of 
the municipal court of Atlanta fea- 
tured a rally at Slaton school in the 
third ward Friday night as Fulton 
legislative candidates sprang into the 
limelight.

Hartsfield, as- 
serted “that (the municipal court) is 
one organization which must be de- 
stroyed” as he leveled a bitter fire 
against it. 

The meeting. sponsored by McDuf- 
fie, also heard Senator Walter A. 
Sims, of the thirty-fifth, Fulton coun- 
ty, district. who is seeking renomina- 
tion: William G. McRae and W. R. 
Bentley, seeking two other legislative 
positions, 

“My opponent, Mr. Hartsfield, ac- 
cuses me of having a run-in with fed- 
eral authorities,’ MeDuffie said. ‘I 
did try to get them to spend the 
$2,000,000 which they are to expend 
in development of the negro low-cost 
housing project for a low-cost housing 
project out here in the third ward. 

Tax Relief Urged. 

“A legislator should be construe- 
tive. Atlanta and Fulton county pay 
$9,000,000 a year, or one-third of the 
entire revenue of the state, into state 
coffers. We take out about $325.000 
a year. That is not right. The state 
should take over the educational sys- 
tem and other functions which should 
be cared for by the state and relieve 
taxpayers here for the heavy burden 
they are carrying.

Affidavits of Hugh Roberts, execu- 
tive secretary of the Georgia division 
of the Associated General Contractors, 
who also is manager of the Georgia

Courtroom spectators expressed 
deep surprise when attorneys for the 
federal government read an affidavit 
from M. E. Cox, chief engineer of the 
highway department, tending to sup- 
port their claim that the provision 
regarding local wages was inserted in 
Whitley's contracts after they were 
signed, and Chairamn Wilburn later 
testified that the provisions were in 
the contracts when they were signed. 

Observers said this strongly indi- 
cated dissension in the highway de- 
partment. 

The Cox affidavit said that the 
wage provision was appended to the 
contracts before the contractor start- 
ed work. Wilburn said it was insert- 
ed:into the contracts before he signed 
them and before Whitley signed them. 

Cox’s affidavit said that several 
days after the letting, Wilburn came 
to him and told him to affix the 
clause to Whitley’s contracts, but 
that he demurred with the remark 
that such procedure would be unfair 
to the other competing contractors. 
He said he finally did so under spe- 
cifie orders by the chairman. 

Chairman Wilburn’s appearance on 
the stand was enlivened by a clash 
between Geiger and Hewlett over the 
admissibility of several letters written 
by Wilburn to Hugh Roberts, execu- 
tive secretary of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of Georgia. Judge 
Samuel Sibley finally ruled the letters 
were not admissable in that they were 
written by a third party not connected 
with the Whitley injunction hearing. 

Whitley Offers Affidavits. 

Whitley also presented affidavits 
from officials in Lamar, McDuffie and 
Wilkes counties to support his claim 
that he is paying wages equal to or 
higher than the wages paid by the 
counties and individuals for similar 


work. 

All in all Whitley did not deny the 
contentions of the government that he 
is not paying the NRA scale and the 
government did not deny that he is 
paying a wage equal to or higher than 
the prevailing wage in the community 
in which the work is being done. 

The jobs in which the .issues are 
involved are the paving of the Barnes- 
ville-Culloden gap df the Barnesville- 
Fort Valley highway and Washington- 
Thompson gap of the Atlanta-Augusta 
highway. After the temporary injunc- 
tion was issued 10 days ago, the high- 
way department took over the con- 
tracts and the work on both projects 
is practically completed. 

An offshot of the affair came Fri- 
day when Mr. Roberts, in his ca- 
pacity of manager of the code au- 
thority, sent a letter to the highway 
board demanding that it pay its share 
of the costs of enforcing the code on 
the ground that it is in the contracting 
business. Highway board officials 
had no comment to make on the let- 


ter. 
Roberts’ Letter. 

The Roberts’ letter follows: 

The state highway board is now engaged 
in the construction industry in competition 
against taxpayers of the state. As such, 
it isa general contractor, under the defini- 
tion of the construction code which, as an 
extension of the national recovery act, is 
the law of the land. In your present ca- 
pacity as a general contractor, you are re- 
quired to régister each of your jobs, the 
cost of which is $2,000 or more, and pay 
a registration fee to the division code au- 
thority for general contractors, Munsey 
building, Washington, of one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of the amount of the contract. 

We are aware that it would be futile 
for the NRA to attempt to force compli- 
ance on the part of the agency of a sor- 
ereign state. But as the NRA has appealed 
to all state, county and municipal govern- 
ments to support the administration of 
President Roosevelt in its effort to relieve 
unemployment and to curtail @breadlines, it 
is possible that the democratic state of 
Georgia will emulate the fepublican state of 
Michigan and proceed voluntarily to do what 
appears to be its duty. Should you desire to

After the car moved on, he hailed 
a taxicab to the hotel, whence he and 
Hugh metored to London, arriving 
about 3:45 a.m. 

It was some time after that before 
it was made public that he had re- 
turned.

Thomas F. McMahon, of Provi- 
dence, who was re-elected president 
today, declared that only President 
Roosevelt can avert a cotton textile 
strike. 

“President Roosevelt is the only 
person in God’s green world who can 
stop the general strike,” he asserted. 

‘Under the mandate of the conven- 
tion issued yesterday, there is no 
doubt of the strike being called unless 
the president forces the leaders of the 
textile industry to sit down at the 
conference table with representatives 
of the United ‘Textile Workers. 

Would Thank Johnson. 

He added that General Hugh John- 
son, NRA administrator, was “not 
high enough up” to be able to “do 
anything about the strike.” 

“In a spirit of courtesy only, we 
would thank General Johnson for any- 
thing he could do,” he continued, “but 
the president of the United States is 
the only man powerful enough to force 
the textile industry to meet us.” 

McMahon said that the cotton tex- 
tile employers had never recognized 
the United Textile Workers as the col- 
lective bargaining representative of 
their employes. | 

Francis J. Gorman, of Providence, 
R. I., who was re-elected first vice 
president, asserted that the threatened 
cotton textile strike might not be call- 
ed. With the triumph of conservative 
elements of the union in the election 
of officers, he said the strike call 
might be employed only as a potential 
weapon with which to force negotia- 
tions for a settlement of the union's 
grievances, 

McMahon was re-elected by accla- 
mation after Emil Rieve, of Milwau- 


vkee, candidate of the so-called “pro- 


gressive” group, withdrew his name. 
His withdrawal followed a seriés of 
conferences, in which the “progres- 
sives” agreed to support McMahon.

WASHINGTON, Ang. 17,—(2)— 
Cotton textile manufacturers tonight 
prepared for a conflict with labor 
which for several months they hare 
considered inevitable, but which they 
had hoped might be averted.

‘Candidate at Wrights- 
ville Says Voters Resent 
Campaign Tactics. 


WRIGHTSVILLE. Ga., Aug. 17.— 
(?)—Governor Talmadge “is stopping 


at nothing in an effort to stem the 
tide of the revolt of honest, conscient- 
ous citizens of Georgia against ‘his 
corrupt machine,” Judge Claude Pitt- 
man, of Cartersville, an opponent in 
the race for governor, charged before 
a political audience here today.

U. S. REAPS “PROFIT” 


ON SILVER PURCHASE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—(>)— 
The “profit” the government makes on 
silver is almost proving a rival to the 
income tax just now. 

_Seigniorage reaped since the begin- 
ning of the program to make silver 
one-fourth of the metal back of the 
currency is running at nearly two- 
thirds of income receipts. It stands 
at $18,316,937, according to latest fig- 
ures. The tax collections since July 
1 amount to $28,430,299. 

The “profit” is the difference be- 
tween what the treasury pays for 
silver and the monetary value of $1.29 
an ounce. Against free silver which 
was in the treasury before the silver 
purchase act, the government is is- 
suing currency on the basis of $1.29 
an ounce, althuugh the cost was much 
lower. Officials have emphasized that 
there is no present plan to issue cer- 
tificates on other silver at anything 
greater than a cost basis.

GREENSBORO, *Ga., Aug. 17.— 
Speaking today at the courthouse at 
Sparta and here, Tom Linder, candi- 
date for commissioner of agriculture, 
pledged rigid enforcement of Geor- 
gia’s fertilizer laws, if elected. 

“The need of commercial fertilizer | 
constitutes,” Linder said, “the great- 
est handicap of the southern farmer. 
The commercial value of fertilizer of 
the same analysis varies as much as 
$15 per ton, and yet it is sold to 
the farmer at one price for the same 
analysis. In addition to this, where 
fertilizer materials were the lowest 
they had been since the World War. 
the fertilizer code was put in force 
and the price to the farmer arbitra- 
rily raised about $5 per ton. This was 
done at a time when most of the 
farmers were borrowing government 
money with which to pay cash for 
their fertilizer. 

“As commissioner of agriculture, I 
shall rigidly enforce all of the laws 
of the state pertaining to the inspec- 
tion and analysis of commercial fer- 
tilizer, and see that these laws are 
not evaded.”

“It was quite a thrill, seeing them play and win,” said Ty 


He had just been asked what he thought of the Detroit 
Tigers and their great march toward the pennant. Cobb was 
at his mother’s home in Atlanta, en route back to California. 

“Mickey Cochrane is a great manager,” he said. 

“You know,” he continued, “I believe perhaps | may 

have been the first to see the managerial possibilities in 

Cochrane. That was in 1927 and 1928 when I was 

with Philadelphia. : 

“I told Mickey then that he should be in a manager’s job 
somewhere. -He had the quality. of leadership and the men 
liked him. And now I am glad-to see he is doing a great job 
managing.”’ 

“‘What do you think of this team and its chances?” 
I asked. 
“Well, they’ve got a lot of youth,” he said, “and you know 


youth can develop a lot of enthusiasm and fire. 1 think they

Cobb enjoyed being in Detroit. They asked. him 
to throw out the first ball and made of him the celebrity 
he really is.

BEHIND GOMEZ 


Detroit Bunches Hits for 
Only Runs in 2-to-0 
Nightcap Victory.

YANKEE STADIUM. NEW 
YORK, Aug. 17. — Lynwood 
(Schoolboy) Rowe, Detroit’s lanky 22- 
year-old pitching sensation from El 
Dorado, Ark., stood the New York 
Yankees on their collective heads to- 
day for the second time in three days 
and swept to his 14th consecutive 
victory of the American league cam- 
paign on the crest of a dazzling shui- 
out performance. 
Despite a heavy fall in the second 
inning, when he tripped over third 
base and nearly broke his ankle, Rowe 
recovered from a streak of subsequent 
wildness to check the Yankees with 
three solitary singles, struck out no 
less than 11 batsmen and added a 
2-0 triumph to his remarkable win- 
ry ggg ee 
e giant “boy wonder,” who is 
now within two games of equalling the 
record American league streak of 16 
jointly held by Joe Wood, Walter 
Johnson and Bob Grove, pitched the 
Tigers to an even break in the con- 
cluding double-header of the crucial se- 
ries and thrilled a crowd of 46.571 
spectators. 

REVENGE FOR GOMEZ. 
Vernon (Lefty) Gomez, obtaining 
revenge for his. shellacking in the 
first game of the. series,- blanked the 
Tigers by 5-to-O in today’s opener, 
thanks to a heavy early attack on 
Vie Sorrell, but the Tigers left the 
Yankee stadium with three out of 
five games in the bag and a com- 
manding margin of five and a half 
games over New York in the pennant 
race. 

Brilliant pitching thus marked both 
ends of the double bill but Rowe was 
easily the hero as he handed the Yan- 
kees their second coat of whitewash 
for 1934 and the third they have ex- 
perienced within two seasons. Bob 
Grove turned the trick last year, after 
New York had gone through two years 
without a shutout, and Earl Whitehill, 
of the Senators, blanked them with 
one hit earlier this season. 

The big schoolboy was wilder but 
also more effective than when he 
whipped the Yankees in the second 
game of last Tuesday's double-header. 
He was in serious trouble only once, 
in the sixtth, when the Yankees filled 
the bases with two out on a pair of 
passes and a single by Jack Saltz- 
gaver. Rowe fanned Bill Dickey to 
close the critical frame, besides strik- 
ing out Babe Ruth, pinch hitting in 
the eighth for Ben Chapman, and 
whiffing the mighty Lou Gehrig in the 
ninth. Rowe struck out everybody 
who faced him except Saltzgaver and 
George Selkirk, the recruit outfielder. 

FOURTH OVER YANKS. 

This was Rowe's fourth victory 
over the Yankees since he began his 
winning streak and his eighteenth of 
the season but he had a narrow es- 
cape from serious injury when he 
caught his foot in the bag while 
running to third in the second in- 
ning. The big youngster went down 
like a log, twisting his left ankle and 
rolled in apparent agony while the 
players rushed up to him. It looked 
as though he was through for the 
day but after first aid treatment 
and a rest he hobbled back into ac- 
tion and soon shook off the effects 
of the mishap. 

The accident occurred in the midst 
of the winning Tiger rally off Jimmy 
Deshong, young right-hander of the 
Yankees.

TALMADGE ASKS 


LABOR SUPPORT 


Statement by Governor 
Points to Aid Rendered 
to Union Workers. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Friday 
issued an appeal to members of or- 
ganized labor to stand by him despite 
the attacks on him by leaders of the 
executive committee of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor. The appeal was 
published in the Journal of Labor, 
official organ of the federation. 

In it the governor recounted the 
things he has done toward helping 
organized labor and predicted that a 
majority of union workers would vote 
for him on September 12. 

The statement of the governor to 


ithe workers follows: 


“To My Friends of Organized La- 
bor: 

“My record for organized labor is 
an open book. My wife has an O. R. 
T. card in her -trunk. She was the 
telegraph operator and depot agent 
at Ailey when we were married. 

“When I was commissioner of agri- 
culture I hired members of organized 
labor on the labor that required their 
trained skill. I appointed Steve 
Nance on the CWA committee last 
year to help distribute relief funds in 
Georgia. I did this because he was 
head of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. ; 

“IT entertained the petition filed 
with me by organized labor to sus- 
pend the public service commission of 
Georgia. I appointed Ben Huiet as 
one of the five. public service com- 
missioners because I wanted a repre- 
sentative of labor there, and he was 
indorsed to me by the labor organiza- 
tion of the state. 

“T refused to call out the troops 
at the strike at Augusta, Ga., although 
I was petitioned by the executives of 
the mills to do so. Senator William 
Lester, representing labor in Augusta, 
called me up at 1 o'clock one night, 
and advised me it was not necessary 
to call out the troops. His advice 
was correct. 

Refused to Call Troops. 

“T: refused to call out the troops 
this spring at Rome, Ga., when there 
was a strike at the stove works there. 
I was requested to do so by the judge 
of the superior court, the sheriff, and 
the chief of police of Rome, and also 
by the executive of the stove works. 
““Instead of calling out the troops, 
I sent Mr. A. Steve Nance and Mr. 
Lindley Camp to Rome to look over 
the situation, and come back and re- 
port to me. I instructed Lindley 
Camp not to wear his uniform, but 
to go as a private citizen. On the 
report brought back by Mr. Nance 
and Mr. Camp, no troops were called

~“Yon’are not in favor of a negro 
rolling a wheelbarrow, or shoveling 
dirt on the highways, being paid 40 
cents per hour, while white women 
pick cotton right beside the highways 
and are only paid scarcely more than 
40 cents per day. 

“Seventy-five per cent of the com- 
mon labor on all of our construction 
on the highway is negro labor. 

“You are not in favor of a mini- 
mum of 40 cents per hour for them 
when the white women and white 
men in this state, working in textile 
mills, making dresses, working in res- 
taurants, telephone operators and a 
great many other lines of work, make 
no such wages. ;

The Bath Coup. 


The unknown genius who conceiv- 
ed the idea of joining two hands in 
common partnership made the great- 
est discovery in cards. From this basic 
theme was born the game of whist 
and its derivatives, one of which is 
the now universally popular game of 
contract bridge. The conception of the 
partnership feature added _ several 
phases to the game, which make it 
far more intellectual—far more a 
battle of wits. Among the features 
necessary to a partnership game is 
the necessity for maintaining entries, 
known in the Culbertson system of 
play as the communication plays. 
Since it is so important to each team 
to keep their lines of communication 
open, it becomes proportionately val- 
uable to the other side to kill what 
opposing entries they can. 

One of the simplest entry-killing 
plays is known as the Bath Coup. 
Named for the famous English win- 
ter resort Bath, this play was -d 
by the young English blades of ‘the 
early nineteenth century who loved to 
gamble for large sums at whist. 
The Bath coup was born as a play 
whose purpose primarily was decep- 
tion, but is proved by close study to 
be a most sound and logical means of 
causing the opponents to need an addi- 
tional entry, which they may be una- 
a belto find. The play consists mere- 
ly of refusing to win the first trick 
when holding a J x in a suit, the king 
having been led by the left-hand op-

1—North’s three-club response did 
not show his full strength, so he 
now gives a jump raise. 

This hand was actually, played in 
a Vanderbilt cup tournament for 
teams of four. Against the final con- 
tract of five clubs West opened the 
heart king. 

In planning his play of the hand 
South could see that a plenitude of 
discards would be available on North’s 
diamond suit, which was easily 
establishable by simply conceding a 
trick to the ace. But South could af- 
ford to lose only two tricks if he 
hoped to make his contract, and he 
feared that if he won the first trick 
with the ace of hearts East would 
later continue hearts upon winning 
the diamond ace, where upon the 
heart jack would be trapped and a 
total of three tricks lost. But by re- 
fusing to win the first heart trick 
South made it impossible for East and 
West to establish a second heart 
trick before their ace of diamonds was 
gone and the diamond suit establish- 
ed for discards. True East could be 
put in the lead with the diamond 
ace to lead through the heart tenace 
and establish the setting trick; but 
now the entry necessary to cash this 
trick would be missing. By using the 
Bath coup South has made an addi- 
tion] entry necessary to East and 
West, and, lacking that entry, they 
are powerless to develop their poten- 
tial tricks to the full measure. So this 
play, which was used in whist as a 
trick to lure the leader into continu- 
ing his king-queen suit into a ten- 
ace, now has a sound purpose for 
existing in the gume of contract 
bridge. 

In the hand above, after South 
ducked the first heart West desper- 
ately tried to establish the second 
trick by continuing hearts, but South 
won with his jack and after drawing 
trumps needed <o concede only one 
more trick—the diamond ace—so that 
the five-club contract was made.

Nancy Never Tries To Pickle Gherkins, Either Big or Small. 
By FLORENCE La GANKE, 


Whenever Nancy went to market 
she found it difficult:to resist buying 
cucumbers for pickling. The vege- 


tables looked so fresh and green. But 
Nancy knew that pickle making was 
a gamble. The treatment given cu- 
cumbers varies with their texture and 
composition which changes every year 
according to weather conditions. The 
commercial pickle maker cures the 
cucumbers for weeks and weeks in a 
brine. He tests that brine frequently 
for acidity and alkalinity. He watches 
lest bacteria and molds start growing. 
Only when the pickle ha: changed 
from a grass green to an olive green 
and when its inner texture has been 
changed to a firm fleshed one does 
he consider the cumbers ready for sea- 
soning with vinegar, spices and sugar. 
Most women won't go to all this both- 
er. They think that alum and sac- 
charine will give sure results. But 
they are mistaken as all guests have 
found out who have been offered 
shrivelled, wizend, puckery gherkins. 
Nancy’s advice is “buy the cucumber 
—. but make special ones like 
read and butter types.” 

_“Another pickle I recommend,” said 
Nancy to her audience of neighbors, 
“is an olive oil one. Here is the 
recipe. Wash 200 small cucumbers 
and slice them thin. Do the same 
with six small onions. Soak overnight 
in a brine made with eigh* quarts of 
water and one quart of salt. Next 
morning drain the cucumbers but do 


not rinse off any of the liquid. Mix 
8S cups of vinegar, 8 cups sugar, 1-2 
cup mustard seed, 1-4 cup black pep- 
per, 1-2 cup celery seed. Boil for five 
minutes, pour over the sliced and 
drained cucumbers and onions. Add 
2 cups olive oil. Bring the mixture 
nearly to the boil. Stop the cooking 
as soon as the cucumbers have chang- 
ed to a dull green color. Seal at once 
after pouring the mixture into clean, 
hat jars.

How dare you ask ten thousands 
of ducats for your Perseus!” the 
Prince of Florence raged. “Cities and 
great palaces are built with ten thou- 
sand ducats.” 

“Your excellency,” I rejoined, “can 
find multitudes of men who are able 
to build you cities and palaces, but 
you will not find one ‘man in the 
world who could make a second 
Perseus.” 

Michael. Angelo, his master, was 
still alive and working when Cellini 
said this. And yet Benvenuto was 
not bragging. No man could have 
made a .econd statue of “Perseus and 
the Head of the Medusa.” No man 
has or ever will create anything as 
perfect as the Perseus wrought by 
the hands of that Firebrand. 

Benvenuto Cellini’s dagger was in 
his teeth when his hands were busy 
with chisel and hammer. As an ar- 
tist he was the most mature man 
that ever lived. As a man he remain- 
ed a child to the end.of his days.. He 


he had been destined by nature to 
the profession of arms and not to 
the profession of arts. 

Women wer much attracted to him. 
Strong women, like the Duchess of 
Florence, converted their attraction 
into hatred and intrigue against him 
and opposed him in everything.

Organization of the DeKalb County 
Pittman-for-Governor Club was per- 
fected Friday night at a rally at the 
courthouse in Decatur attended by a 
crowd estimated by Paul Lindsay, 
DeKalb representative in the legisla- 
ture, at 500 persons. 

Officers of the club, elected upon 
recommendation of W. H. McWhorter, 
chairman of the nominating commit- 
tee, are Judge Join S. Candler, pres- 
ident; the following vice presidents: 
Myrick Clements, Mrs. W. R. Simp- 
son, Mrs. Armond Hendee, R. R. 
Tisdale, W. H. Hollingsworth, Mrs. 
Boyd. Quarles, J. Howell Green, Mrs. 
Sam D. Johnson, W. P. Humphreys 
and Mrs. W. O. Welch. J. V. Anthon 
was elected secretary, and Mrs. J. 
A. McCrary was elected treasurer. 
The president was given authority to 
name the executive committee. 

Recognized wheel-horses of Judge 
Claude C. Pittman’s campaign forces, 
led by William Schley Howard, well- 
known Atlanta lawyer, unleashed ver- 
bal tirades at Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge’s record, his campaign, his fol- 
lowers and his management of the 
affairs of the state. 

Mr. Howard dwelt at considerable 
length on what he termed “Talmadge’s 
henchmen,” and stated that the gov- 
ernor “is surrounded by more discred- 
ited, dishonored racketeers than all 
other Georgia governors put to- 
gether.” 

Charging that Governor Talmadge 
had nothing to do with the reduc- 
tion of electric rates in Georgia, Mr. 
Howard read from what he said was 
a copy of the contract between the 
TVA and the Commonwealth and 
Southern Corporation’ establishing 
public utility rates in Georgia. He 
said the contract was consummated 
January 4, 1934, which he said was 
before the governor had launched 
his campaign for the reduction of 
electric rates in Georgia. 

John A. Boykin, solicitor-general of 
Fulton county, stated he had entered 
the campaign against Governor Tal- 
madge because “he has attempted to 
disregard and will not recognize the 
superiority of the civil cour: over 
military rule.” He stated that he 
had been drawn into the campaign 
because “Governor Talmadge has not 
acknowledged the distinct separation 
between the three branches of gov- 
ernment, the judicial, the executive 
and legislative, but wants to be a dic- 
tator and rapidly is assuming that 
role.” 

An appeal to DeKalb county’s 
11,023 qualified voters to turn out 
and vote, and at least 10,000 of them 
in the Pittman column; was voiced 
by Mrs. Boyd Quarles, who later 
was elected a vice president of the 
club. 

A scathing attack on Governor 
Talmadge was voiced by H. J. Ken- 
nedy, of Barnesville, who several 
weeks ago drew a cry of protest from 
the American Legion for utterances 
he made at a Pittman meeting. 
Judge Candler, Solicitor-General 
John Mitchell, of the Cherokee judi- 
eial circuit; Hamilton MeWhorter, 
president of the state senate; Scott 
Candler, former mayor of Decatur, 
scheduled to speak on the program, 
did not appear.
